The fear 
of cholera 
entering the 
United States by San FrancUco seems 
to bave assumed a magnitude in tbe 
Ea't, 
In a special article on the sub- 
ject the Chicago 
Times-Heral- d 
says 
that should the negligence of the cap 
tain of tbe Belglc 
and 
of the San 
Francisco health authorities result in 
an outbreak of cholera in this country 
that outbreak will be remarkable 
for 
oue thing: 
Never before 
has cholera 
come to America by way of the Pacific 
ocean. It has always come through 
Euiope, and to a certain extent tbe 
history of every European outbreak is 
tlie same. When the history of cholera 
in Europe is studied it will be seen 
that the British government 
is re 
sponsible for every life and every dol 
lar lost in Europe and America since 
Bengal, the borne ol cholera, has been 
uuder British rule. 
Thus the cholera 
question is a part of the Eastern ques- 
tion, and so far as America and the 
most of Europe are concerned, it is the 
most importaut part of the question. 
From the earliest history of tbe dis- 
ease an epidemic 
of cholera in any 
country outside 
c f India could always 
be traced back to its home in Bengal. 
Outbreaks of tbe disease in Western 
Aia, in Europe, Afiica or North or 
South 
America, 
bave 
always 
been 
traceable 
to pilgrims and tbeir usual 
routes to and liom (lie shrine cities of 
Hurdwar, Mecca, Meschid and Kiev. 
There 
are two great pilgrim 
routes 
from Bengal 
the 
Mist from Calcutta 
and other parts 
of Bengal 
up the 
Ganges to the sacred city of Hurdwar, 
at the foot of the Himalayas, on tbe 
direct land route to the Caspian and 
Black seas and the Russian frontier. 
The second is from Brngal through 
India 
to 
Bombay 
and 
tbeuce 
to 
Mecca. 
Pilgrims from India to Mes 
chid, the holy city nf Persia, generally 
take tbe route to Hurdwar aud Cabul. 
Cholera baa never originated 
out- 
side of India; it bas never been carried 
from India 
to Europe by tbe direct 
water route; thus far, it has never ap 
peared in America until after Europe 
was infected, aud every infection of 
Euypt, 
Europe or America 
is trace- 
able to infected pilgrims. 
In 
April 
of each year there 
are 
about 
half a million 
of people at 
Hurdwar. 
In addition to tbe pilgrims 
are hundreds of merchants 
from 
.Per- 
sia 
and 
all parts 
of Western 
Atia. 
Pilgrims go to Hurdwar infected with 
cholera, 
or carry 
to the 
city 
tbe 
corpses of pilgrims 
who have died of 
cholera en route to Hurdwar, thous- 
ands die of cholera in tbe city, and 
merchants and others become infected 
and spread the disease wherever they 


go-I- n 
1826 
cholera 
was carried from 
Bengal to Afghanistan 
and Persia by 
pilgrims; thence to Orenburg, to tbe 
north of tbe Caspian Sea in 1S29, aud 
entered 
Southern 
Rusia, 
where 
it 
raged in 1830. In 1831 Indian pilgrims 
carried 
tbe 
pe--t 
to Mecca, where it 
kilted 
about half the pilgrims. 
Re- 
turning pilgrims 
from Egypt and 
Constantinople 
carried 
it to their 
homes, 
whence 
it 
traveled 
to St. 
Petersburg, 
Sweden, 
Hamburg and 
Northern Europe. 
In 1832 It eutered 
France, 
killed 
about 
120 000 people, 
crossed to England and Irelaud, and 
came over to Quebec in five ships from 
London, 
Liverpool, 
Coik, Limerick 
aud Dublin. 
From Canada it came to 
the United States. 
Tha 
epidemic 
which reached this 
country 
in 
1848 and 
devastated the 
Mississippi valley in 
1849, went from 
Calcutta with tome British troops in 
5840 41. 
Infecting 
tbe Chinese and 
Burmese 
empires 
in 
1841 43, it wai 
taken 
we-twa- rd 
to Bucara, 
thence 
went southeast to Cabul, wbicb is on 
tbe pilgrim route to Hurdwar, 
to Per- 
sia aud Europe. 
It reached 
Russia, 
passed through 
tt at empire aud ap 
peared iu Eugland In October, 1848 
It was already 
in France, 
aud from 
Havre it whs sent in two phi ps to New 
Yrk and New Or eana in December, 
1848. 
It reached Memphis from New 
Orleans on December 20tb, remained 
partly 
quiescent 
during the winter, 
and tbe next spring spread all over tbe

valley anil westward 
to 
California. 
The fact that it did not 
spread Irom 
Memphis 
during the 
winter ol 1S4S 49 must not be taken as 
evideuce that cholera cannot 
spread 
iu winter, 
for tome of tbe most vio 
lent of Russian epidemics have raged 
wuile all Russia 
was covered with 
snow.

For about fifteen years 
American 
sauitariaus 
bave claimed that the re- 
sponsibility 
for tbe maintenance 
of 
cholera 
in India and 
for its spread 
over tbe world rests entirely with the 
British Government, 
It is most sig- 
nificant at this time, when the eastern 
and cholera questions are troubling tbe 
world, that Ernest Hart, editor of the 
Biitiih 
Medical Journal and chair- 
man of tbe Committee on Legislation 
of the British Medical Association, is 
hammering 
the British Government 
for its responsibility in allowing 
cnoi-er- a 
nests 
to remain in India, and al- 
lowing cholera 
to escape from Iudla. 
Mr. Hart declares 
that the British 
Government alone is responsible, and 
what he says may be taken as the 
opinion 
of the majority of tbe medi- 
cal profession in Eugland, and of tbe 
Committee on Legislation of the Brit- 
ish Medical 
Association, 
which is a 
powerful 
political body in Great Bri- 
tain, 
so far as sanitary matters are 
coucemed. 
By proper sanitary meas- 
ures, by rigorous inspection of all pil 
grims 
leaving India, or oy promot- 
ing the pilgrimages when 
neces-ar- 
y, 
Great Britain can wipe cholera off the 
face of the earth, for no other infec- 
tious disease 
is so easily managed as 
cholera. 
If the United States aud the 
great powers 
of Europe 
would take 
the same interest in preventing 
chol- 
era and stamping it out that they do 
iu stamping out the infectious 
dis- 
eases of hogs and cattle, 
and even the 
parasitic 
diseases of grapevines and 
wheat, the oriental pilgrimages would 
come to an abrupt end and 
cholera 
epidemics 
would 
be a thing of tbe 
past.

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The regular 
weekly 
meeting of 
the Board of Health was 
held yes- 
terday afternoon, President Smith 
in the chair. 
Present : 
Drs. Day, 
Wood, 
Emerson, Wayson, Ryder, 
Members 
Waterhouse, 
Keliipio, 
Lansing, and Health Agent Rey- 
nolds. 
Among the audience were 
Professor Alexander, president 
of 
the Bosrd of Education, Inspector 
of Schools 
AtkinEon 
and 
Post- 
master General Oat. 
The 
following 
communication 
addreEEed to President Smith was 
read from Kauai physicians : 


"We regret that as some of us did 
not receive our mail until the 2Sth 
ult., we have been unable to sooner 
lay before you, in a collective and con- 
nected from, our side of the question 
in connection 
with Kauai and the 
measures 
adopted to prevent the 
in- 
troduction of cholera. 
"When we advised that Kauai should 
have 
no intercourse 
with Honolulu 
while cholera was epidemic there, and 
that the people should give way to ne- 
cessity only, we were influenced 
by 
the following considerations: 
Firstly. 
The nature and distribu- 
tion of the population we should have 
to deal with if cholera became 
epi- 
demic here. 
You in Honolulu have a 
large 
intelligent 
population 
con- 
tiguous with the population that is a 
menace to the public health at such a 
period, from which 
you can get, and 
did get, valuable aid during the epi- 
demic. 
We, on the contrary, have in 
our respective 
communities 
a large 
mass of ignorance, 
prejudice and su- 
perstition to deal with, widely distrib 
uted, with a 
comparatively 
small 
number of people that we could get 
intelligent aid from in dealing 
with 
such an epidemic as cholera. 
Secondly. 
We have no facilities forf 
dealing 
with 
the disease should it 
come among 
us. 
Were 
we prepared 
as tbey are in some countries to deal 
with it, and if trade demanded it, we 
should 
do without quarantine; 
but, 
situated as we are, it was incumbent 
upon us to advise such a course as 
would make it practically impossible 
for cholera to get a footing here. 
That being so, aud as the Board of 
Health iu Honolulu had appointed a 
Committee 
of Health in Xiihue, 
to 
whom was given an almost free band 
in dealing with the situation on Ka 
uai, we advised that the committee 
should adopt the longest 
period of 
quarantine known to Hawaiian law, 
viz: eighteen days, partly to intercept 
cases of cholera with an exceptional 
period of incubation, and partly to act 
as a deterrent to traffic. 
We recognize and admit the author- 
ities mentioned 
by the phyeiclanson 
tbe Board of Health as placing the 
limit 
of tbe period of incubation of 
choieru at five days. 
We admit that 
Mich a petiod would embrace tbe great 
majority 
of cases; but we 
contend 
that there aie other authorities quite 
as eminent its those mentioned who 
statu 
that 
the 
incubation 
period of 
cbolera 
may be much longer; 
e. g., 
Parke's Manual of Hygieue, which is 
the standard work ou hygiene iu Eng 
laud, 
India and the 
Colonies, says 
(and with your permission we will 
quote a iortion of a paragraph which 
has a peculiarly 
apt bearing 
on the 
situation 
as we on Kauai see it): 
"As the incubative stage ofcliolcra) 
can certainly last as long as Itn or 
twtlvc days, and there arc some good 
cases on rcord where it has lasted 
for more than lu enty, it i clear that 
quarantine, 
unless 
enforced for at 
least the last period of time inny he 
useless. 
4.,, island or an 
inland 1 illagc far removed from com 
mcrrc, and capable for a time of do- 
ing without it, may practice quaran- 
tine and preserve itself; 
but, in other 
circumstances, both in theory and ac- 
tual experience show that quarantine 
fail." 
Ernest Hart, chairman 
of the 
.National 
Health 
Society 
of Great 
Britain, editor of the British Medical 
Journal, and author of several articles 
on cbolera, 
after a review 
of various 
medical authorities 
places tbe period 
of incubation 
of cholera at from one 
to fifteen days. 
Dr Roberta of Oacu- - Collece. Man 
chester, Bays that the incubative stage 
of cbolera may run 
from one 
to 
eighteen days, usually 
from two to 
four. 
Lebert, 
Med. 
Trans. 
Berlin, 
says one to three days, exceptionally 
one to two, 
on tbe average it does 
not exceed one week, though a period 
of one or two weeks is by no means 
rare, a longer time is exceptional 
of 
course. 
We only take into account 
here thoe cases which have been col- 
lected with the greatest rare. 
From the above mentioned authori- 
ties it will be seen that in asktuir for 
an eighteen days quarantine we were 
asking 
for no more than was 
neces- 
sary to cover the cafes of cholera 
which have an exceptional 
period ot 
incubation. 
The duration of quaran- 
tine adopted iu any particular place 
Ispeuds also 
ou 
the 
exigencies 
of 
trade. 
From our insular 
position, 
which made perfect quarantine possi- 
ble, 
of 
lrom tbe fact that it was not 
necessary, nor did the people of Kauai 
want to have any intercourse 
with 
Honolulu while cholera was epidemic 
there, as no trade or industry of any 
consequence on Kauai suffered there- 
by, and as with a little adjuxtingof its 
food supply Kauai could liold out for 
a long time. 
We maintain that 
we 
were right in asking 
for a period of 
quarantine that would cover excep- 
tional cases of incubation and act a a 
bar to traffic, more particularly 
pas- 
senger traffic. 
That there was no dis 


tinction 
drawn 
between cabin 
pas- 
sengers and deck passengers in the 
matter of quarantine, lies rather with 
the lay element 
of the community 
than with us. 
It was thought that if 
any difference in treatment were en- 
acted it would be construed as a racial 
difference, and that It would engender 
more bitterness 
between the natives 
and the whites. 
We do not admit that the irreduci- 
ble minimum of five days quarantine 
adopted by the United States authori- 
ties has any bearing on, or was at all 
applicable to tbe situation here. Five 
days quarantine is sufficient to inter- 
cept most cases, not all; but it would 
not pay the United 
States 
to inter- -' 
nipt their traffic to be sure that they 
catch all cases. 
Here it was not ne- 
cessary 
for a 
time 
to 
have 
any 
traffic 
at 
all 
so 
that 
there 
was 
no justification 
for 
incurring the 
least 
risk. 
We 
do 
contend 
that 
the temporary period of twenty days 
quarantine ordered by President Har- 
rison in 1692 has a bearing on the situ- 
ation as it existed here. 
His proclam- 
ation was evidently meantnot only to 
cover cases of cholera 
with a long 
period of incubation, but also to act as 
a check to traffic in the form of immi- 
gration, the equivalent 
of our 
deck-passen- ger 
traffic. 
If anything, 
we 
required the longer period of quaran- 
tine more than they did in the United 
States, as they have facilities for com- 
bating cholera: we have not. 
That we at first opposed establish- 
ing a quarantine 
station on this island 
was owing to the well known fact that 
land quarantine is a failure. 
It has 
been well described as an elaborate 
system of leakages. It was condemned 
at the International Health Congress 
at Vienna in 
1874 by all the powers 
except France, and iu the Congress at 
Rome in 1SS5 it was condemned by all 
tbe powers. 
In conclusion, 
sir, we 
beg humbly 
to maintain that the 
advice we gave as to quarantine and 
traffic was, under the circumstances, 
the bet possible.

Forty-thre- e 
lepers were ordered 
Bent to the settlement. 
Two of the 
number were afterward allowed to 
remain at the receiving station for 
a few days longer in order to tran- 
sact some business matters. 
A letter 
was read announcing 
that several 
lay brothers 
would 
soon arrive from France 
for work 
at the leper settlement. 
A communication filled with en- 
dearing terms regarding mercy to 
the afflicted, 
was read 
from 
A. J. 
Elling, 
of Georgetown, 
Washing- 
ton. 
He wished to come to Hawaii 
and look after the lepers ; was will- 
ing to do eo without compensation. 
The letter was placed on file and the 
writer will 
be informed that there 
is no opening at the present. 
In 
this connection President 
Smith 
explained 
that another 
party was 
desirous of going to 
Molokai 
and 
devote all her time to the lepers. 
While the request 
was given 
due 
consideration and the spirit which 
sanctioned the proposal recognized, 
it was concluded not to grant the 
request, 
owing 
to their 
being a 
number 
of ladies already at 
the 
settlement in connection with the 
different homes. 
On recommendation of Dr. Day 
the Kamehameha 
school had been 
granted permission to isdlate for a 
period 
of five days 
six scholars 
from 
one of the infected districts 
that desired to 'enter school. 
The 
physicians 
favored 
some 
modifications being made iu the 
matter 
of children 
from 
infected 
districts 
attending 
school. 
Presi- 
dent Smith and other members of 
the Board inclined 
to the belief 
that the children 
would be better 
off attending 
school than running 
around promiscuously. 
Professor 
Alexander 
said 
children in 
the 
locality of Maujakea Btreet was in 
the habit of associating and 
play- 
ing with those from 
other places. 
He saw no good reason why the 
children should not attend school ; 
there would be no more danger by 
eo doing than 
allowing 
associa- 
tion. 
The 
not-to-- 
downed question of 
Nuuanu stream 
came up for con- 
sideration. 
An 
examination 
had 
been made by Drs. Wood and Day. 
A verbal 
report 
by 
the 
former 
favored 
withdrawing 
guardB from 
the valleys and substituting 
mili- 
tary 
to 
patrol the stream. 
The 
matter 
of 
uniforms 
and 
arms 
would have a salutary effect upon 
the natives. 
The present guards 
were doing well, but could 
Dot 
be 
seen at a distance, which was 
con- 
sidered a drawback. 
Two guards 
used 
a boat and 
rowed 
up and 
down 
the 
streaou 
About 
the 
mouth 
of the 
fctrtam, near King 
street bridge, the stream 
was not 
as well looked after as it should be. 
As 
the 
water at 
School 
street 
bridge was not infected, tbe guard 
there was useless, and at the 
re- 
quest 
of 
the physicians 
was 
or 
dered 
discontinued. 
Dr. 
Wood 
believed 
that eight soldiers could 
Euard 
the 
stream 
successfully. 
President Smith said unemployed 
members of the volunteer compa- 
nies should be used for the purpose 
guarding the stream ; they had 
uniforms and should be given the 
preference. 
Speaking further 
of the stream 
and matters in connection with it, 
Dr. 
Wood 
eaid when proper 
ar- 
rangements 
had 
been 
made 
for 
guards, he would favor raising 
the 
quarantine on this island, perhaps 
with 
the 
exception 
of 
keeping 
guards at the pali and Maunalua. 
President 
Smith 
believed 
it 


would 
be 
better 
to 
retain 
the 
guards 
at the pali and Maunalua 
for a time ; this would better sat- 
isfy the people beyond those places. 
Before further action was taken 
on 
the subject, President 
Smith 
wished to know what effect, if any, 
the infection of certain portions of 
Nuuanu 
stream 
would 
have 
on 
passenger traffic between Honolulu 
and the other islands. 
Dr. Wood replied by saying that 
all countries 
recognized 
the 
dis- 
tinction between first and 
second 
class passengers. 
The danger was 
from steerage passengers. 
A motion to raise the quarantine 
on the valleys, 
to take effect at 
once, 
was 
carried 
unanimously. 
Nuuanu 
stream, 
the 
pali 
and 
Maunalua will be strictly guarded 
until further notice. 
Dr. 
Wood thought it would 
be 
safe to 
raise the 
restriction 
ou 
children from infected districts at- 
tending schools by next Monday, if 
no new cases of cholera broke out 
in the meantime. 
President Smith's action in con- 
demning an additional 
taro patch 
of 
three-quarter- 
s 
of an acre in the 
Waipilopilo district was sanctioned. 
This was found necessary in order 
to dry 
up patches 
below. 
Sul- 
phuric acid was being used to good 
effect 
on the patches 
which 
had 
been condemned. 
The 
Board 
was informed 
that 
the committee aopointed 
to ascer 
tain the quantity and value of taro 
destroyed 
in 
the 
condemned 
patches would report the following 
day. 
President 
Smith 
informed 
the 
Board that all 
employees 
at the 
cholera 
hospital 
had 
been 
dis- 
missed, excepting 
C. J. Whitney 
and a guard. 
The 
place was in 
good order and ready for patients 
if there 
should 
be more cases' of 
cholera. 
The inEane asylum had been in 
strict quarantine 
for a week, and 
as no new 
cases 
had broken out, 
Dr. Smith reported that the quar 
antine could with safely be raised. 
This was accordingly voted. 
The 
fields about the asylum that were 
declared 
infected are 
now 
thor- 
oughly dry; there could be no fur- 
ther danger of patients developing 
cholera by drinking water from the 
fields. 
There was 
considerable 
discus- 
sion about 
fish and 
how the sale 
should 
be 
regulated. 
President 
Smith said there could be no objec- 
tion to dried fish 
from 
Hawaii. 
Molokai and Lanai being sold. 
Mr. Lansing 
favored 
the sale of 
fash caught 
elEewhere than in the 
district 
of Honolulu, but only at 
one place and under 
close inspec- 
tion. 
A person conversant 
with 
fish should 
be named 
as an 
in- 
spector 
There seemed 
to be some doubt 
as to proving where tbe fish 
were 
caught. 
Member Keliipio solved 
tbe problem by the proposal that 
all fish 
brought into the city be 
accompanied by a certificate 
sho.w-in- g 
where 
and when caught, and 
by whom. 
The certificates could 
be furnished 
by guards at the dif- 
ferent places leading into town. 
A motion by Dr. Wood that deep- - 
water nsn caught outside 01 Hono- 
lulu district 
b 
allowed sale under 
certain restrictions and inspection 
as may 
be decided on. met with 
unanimous approval. Dr. Emerson 
and Member Keliipio were named 
as a committee to investigate 
the 
matter and report as Boon a3 prac- 
ticable. 
The 
sanitary 
arrangements 
in 
the Armstrong block, 
lower King 
street, near the bridge, caused some 
discussion. 
The occupants failed 
to use the dry earth containers fur- 
nished. 
If there should be further 
violation of health laws there", those 
responsible for such would 
be ar- 
rested and Bummarily 
dealt with. 
It was 
concluded 
to 
continue 
fumigation of mails. 
An application 
was read 
from 
a ChineEe 
called Pu Ying Ping 
asking 
for a licenEe 
to 
practice 
medicine among his countrymen. 
The application 
was accompanied 
by certificates galore, with a large 
red paper covered with hieroglyph- 
ics called a diploma. 
After 
con- 
siderable discussion it was conclud- 
ed to lay the matter over 
for fur- 
ther consideration. 
In connection with this applica 
tion 
President 
Smith 
called the 
attention 
of the Board to the Chi- 
nese physician 
who had reported 
and treated 
the 
case 
of cholera 
brought to the hospital. 
The 
Chi- 
naman bad been told that the mat- 
ter of having bis license rescinded 
would be brought to the attention 
of the authorities. 
In the discus- 
sion that 
followed it was shown 
that the Chinese doctor did not 
know the first principles of materia 
medica; 
had 
acted 
shamefully 
about leaving the patient when he 
should have known it was impossi- 
ble for the man to live longer than 
a few hours. 
Dr. Wood 
raised 
a 
warning 
voice 
against 
legalizing 
Chinese to practice 
among their 
people. 
As guardians 
of the pub- 
lic health be believed, the Board 
should refuse to recommend issu- 
ance of licenses 
to applicants, 
un- 
less they could 
Bbow 
a diploma 
from 
some 
reputable 
college 
and 


pass a satisfactory 
examination. 
These views were concurred in by 
Mr. Lansing, who took the ground 
that passing examination was the 
only correct method of satisfying 
theBoard that the applicant was 
entitled to practice.

It beiDg or great importance 
that 
the Consuls and commercial agents of 
the United States shall possess tbe 
proper qualifications 
for their respec- 
tive positions, to be ascertained either 
tuiuugu a aauBiaciory recora 01 pc&sJ 
vious actual service under 
the De 
partmenc 01 btate, or through 
an ap- 
propriate 
execution, 
it is 
hereby 
ordered 
that any vacancy in a con- 
sulate or commercial agency, 
now or 
hereafter existing, tn salary of which 
is not more thau $5250 nor less than 
$1000 for the compensation of which, 
if derived from official fees, exclusive 
of notarial and other, unofficial 
re- 
ceipts, does not exceed 
$2500 nor fall 
below S10O0, shall be filled. 
(A) By a transferor promotion from 
some other position under the Depart- 
ment of State of a character 
tending 
10 qualify the incumbeut for the posi- 
tion to be filled; or (b) by appoint- 
ment of a person not under the 
De- 
partment of State, but having previ- 
ously served thereunder 
to its satis- 
faction, 
in 
a canacitv 
tending to 
qualify him for the 
position 
to be 
filled; or (c) by the appointment of a 
person who, having furnished the cus- 
tomary evidence of character, 
respon- 
sibility and capacity, and being there- 
upon 
selected 
by the Pretident 
for 
examination, 
is found upon such ex- 
amination to be qualified for the posi- 
tion. 
For the purpose of this order, 
no- 
tarial and unofficial fees shall not be 
regarded, but tbe compensati6n of a 
consulate or commercial agency shall 
be ascertained, if the office is salaried 
by reference to tbe last preceding Ap- 
propriation Act, and if tbe official is 
not salaried 
by reference to tbe 
re- 
turns of official fees for the last pre 
ceding uscai year. 
The 
examination heretofore 
pro- 
vided for shall be by a board of three 
persons designated 
by tbe Secretary 
of State, 
who shall also prescribe the 
subjects to which sucu examination 
shall relate and tbe general mode of 
conducting tbe same by tbe board. 
Tbe vacancy 
in a consulate 
will be 
filled at discretion only 
when a suit- 
able appointment cannot be made in 
in any of the modes indicated in the 
second paragraph of this order.

Relief 
Society 
will close its 
doors 
on Saturday, 
provided there are no more cases of 
cholera in 
the 
meantime. 
The 
ladiee who have undertaken 
the 
work and carried it to such a suc- 
cessful termination will be glad to 
have an opportunity 
for rest after 
' cessation of the epidemic. 
Those 
who 
have 
taken 
pains 
to look into the work of the society 
and examine the methods which 
have been employed, will certainly 
give the ladieB due credit 
for what 
they have done 
in the interests of 
the needy Hawaiians. 
As soon as 
it 
was 
demonstrated 
the 
dread 
disease 
of 
cholera was 
attacking 
the Hawaiian more than any other 
nationality, the society was started. 
Ladies gave up their household du- 
ties and hurried to lend assistance 
to the cause. 
Contributions flowed 
in, showing the sanction of Hono- 
lulu people 
to the work proposed. 
Every one seemed to feel the need 
of immediate action. 
On the first 
day the natives were 
fed without 
regard to what persons came to the 
doors 
for 
food. 
Undoubtedly, 
there 
were 
many 
who 
imposed 
upon the society, but this was soon 
stopped by the excellent system of 
inspection 
instituted 
soon 
after. 
Persons on the outside, totally un- 
acquainted 
with methods 
of the 
society, made rash 
assertions 
re- 
garding 
the 
undertaking. 
Many 
said that the society was using the 
money subscribed without reference 
to persons for whom it was intend- 
ed. 
The ladies said nothing when 
these 
unjust 
accusations 
were 
spoken against them. 
They 
con- 
tinued the work, all the while per- 
fecting the system, until now it is 
in perfect working order. 
At the present time about $000 
remains in the treasury. 
By 
Sat- 
urday, the time set for closing the 
doors of the society, there will re- 
main about $3000. 
This will be 
kept on hand for natives who are 
in great need and have absolutely 
no way 
of 
obtaining 
food. 
The 
ladies will inquire into their cases 
and act accordingly. 
The Hawai- 
ian Belief Society will remain a 
permanent 
organization, 
ready at 
the first call to continue the work 
begun and which all'Honolulu has 
learned to appreciate.

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 


John W. Maokay Thinks it Would 
be a Good Investment. 
John W. Mackay is a shrewd, 
conservative 
business 
man, 
who 
never speaks to hear himself talk, 
and when he Eays that a Pacific 
cable will be built in the near fu- 
ture, it is pretty certain the reasons 
he may give for it will be sound 
and substantial 
ones. 
A cable from 
some point on the 
Pacific Coast to Honolulu, Austra- 
lia, and Japan has been talked of 
more during the past two year3 than 
ever before. 
The growth of trade 
hetween the 
.North American con- 
tinent, 
the 
Orient and the anti- 
podes has been so marked that a 
telegraphic 
cable 
has become a 
commercial necessity. 
Communi- 
cation by mail requires too much 
time, and the present method of 
transmitting 
messages to countries 
on the other side of the Pacific by 
sending them around the world is 
too expensive. 
The difficulties recently 
experi- 
enced in communicating 
with Ha- 
waii furnish abundant 
evidence of 
the necessity of a cable between 
those islands and the rest of the 
world. 
The expansion of commerce 
between this 
country 
and Japan 
and China means an urgent 
need 
for cheaper and speedier 
ways of 
correspondence. 
The 
volume 
of 
business done now Is large and all 
signs point 
to a rapid .and 
con- 
stant increase, so that Mr. Mackay 
is not far out of the way when he 
says that even now a Pacific cable 
would 
be a good paying 
invest- 
ment. 
The last Congress 
did not seem 
to look with favor upon this coun- 
try undertaking the work, but Can- 
ada is anxious to see it started, and 
as the British 
Government looks 
with favor upon the enterprise it is 
probable the new cable will be un- 
der the control of some power other 
than the United States. 
For some 
reasons, perhaps, this is to be re- 
gretted, 
but 
to 
the 
commercial 
world, from which largely the 
pat- 
ronage will 
be expected, 
it will 
make little 
difference 
in 
whom 
ownership is vested, so long as the 
service is cheap, regular 
and 
gen- 
erally efficient.

a positive accent. 
This he gets in

The 
recently 
published 
book, 
"Queen Victoria's 
Childhood and 
Youth," by 
Mr. 
Fawcett, 
gives 


some 
strong evidence of the fact 
that people 
in high life do not al- 


ways make up a happy family and 
that rank and power 
do not bring 


peace of mind. 
William IV, 
who 
disliked 
the 
Duches3 
of Kent, the mother 
of 


Queen Victoria, 
at his birthday 
banquet in 183G, in the presence of 
a hundred guests, with the Duchess 
of Kent 
seated by his side in ac- 
cordance with royal etiquette, made 
a speech in which he spoke of the 
Duchess "as a person now near to 


me, who is surrounded by evil ad- 
visers, and 
who 
is 
incompetent 
herself to act with propriety in the 
station in 
which 
she 
would 
be 
placed," if she 
became 
Regent. 
There are several anecdotes given 
of the coarseness and rudeness of 
the royal family. 
Queen Victoria 
in after years 
wrote of her uncle, 
Leopold, who always remained her 
strong friend and adviser, "it is the 
name that is deared 
to me, after 
Albert, one which recalls the 
al- 
most only happy 
days of my sad 
childhood." With all the resources 
of the social world of England 
at 
her command, and with the expec- 
tation 
of 
becoming 
the ruler 
of 
Great Britain, she was not exempt 
from the small 
annoyances which 
makes the life of common people a 
burden. 


Legalizing the municipal 
own- 
ership of telephone systems in Eng- 
land is soon 
to 
be settled by the 
report of a commission of the House 
of Commons 
appointed 
to investi- 
gate the claims of the advocates 
and opponents of themeasure. 
It 
is stated on good authority that the 
committee 
will 
render a decision 
against 
municipal 
ownership. 
Many European cities control their 
telephone systems and an attempt 
has been made to prove 
that 
the 
service has been cheaper and better 
in consequence than when in the 
hands of private 
companies. 
On 
the other hand 
the 
English com- 
panies have given statistics 
prov- 
ing that 
Great Britain 
has more 
telephone 
subscribers 
than 
any 
other European 
country, and that 
the cities of Hamburg 
and Berlin, 
where 
the 
telephone 
system 
is 
operated 
by the 
government, the 
charges 
are 
not sufficient to pay 
the running 
expenses. 
While the 
companies may have won over the 
majority 
of the 
committee, it is 
reasonable 
to 
predict 
that 
the 
turning 
over of their lines to the 
people is only a question of time. 
Following 
out their argument it 
might be said that the annual 
defi- 
ciency in the United States postal 
bureau 
13 proof that 
the 
postal 
service ought to be turned over to 
private companies. 


It is now stated that the 
Gov- 
ernment is considering a now form 
of treatment fr Nuuanu 
stream, 
the scheme being to continue the 
wall near tbe St. Louis 
College so 
as to 
give the stream a straight 
away 
course 
to the harbor. 
As 
has been previously suggested by 
this 
paper, 
this 
latest 
plan 
is 
undoubtedly 
the 
best 
one 
from 
a sanitary standpoint, but it neees 
sitates 
condemning 
private 
prop- 
erty 
which judging 
from the price 
placed on the property on the east 
side of the 
Etream 
will 
increase 
the cost to buch an extent as to 
make it impracticable. 
It would 
seem reasonable 
to expect a spirit 
of magnanimity 
to obtain among 
these property holders, in view of 
the enhanced 
value of all land in 
this district in consequence of the 
Government improvements. If this 
cannot be, let the original plan be 
followed. 
The 
people 
are 
anxi- 
ously awaiting the inauguration of 
the work. 


Wxien 
the 
various 
papers 
of 
Honolulu agree 
on a public meas- 
ure, it can 
ba taken as a foregone 
conclusion that there is something 
radically wrong and the communi- 
ty has decided 
to 
stop quibbling 
and 
see 
to it that something is 
done. 
We 
are duly grateful

the unanimity with

teemed contemporaries have fallen 
into line with this paper in its sug- 
gestions concerning improvements 
along Nuuanu stream. 


BRIGHT, 
BUT 
BAD. 


Editor C. A. Dana of the New 
York Sun, says of Wm. Henry 
Hurlbert, 
who 
recently 
died 
in 
Italy : 


To the natural gifts of genius an 
education 
of extraordinary fullness 
had been added, making him one of 
tbe most accomplished 
and compre 
benslve 
of scholars 
and 
the most 
charmingof conversationalists. 
There 
was no subject witbin tbe range of 
science, literature, 
philosophy, 
or 
theology with which be did uot seem 
to be familiar; and it would have 
been difficult to put a question to him 
in any one of thee great lines 
of 
human 
interests 
to which he could 
not return an answer. 
His resources 
of knowledge 
aud 
of thought were 
most remarkable. 
In many years of 
intercourse, 
and under circum-tance- 
s 
of every 
kind, 
we do 
not 
recall 
an instance of his repeating an auec 
dote, an observation, or an idea which 
we bad heard from him before. 
His 
heart was as affectionate as his mind. 
Mr. Hurlbert in 1SG0 was on the 
staff of the N. Y. Times, and while 
there 
wrote 
an editorial 
on 
the 
"Elbows of the Mincio," which be- 
came celebrated as the worst mass 
of 
"inebriated" 
jargon 
ever 
put 
into 
the 
editorial 
columns of a 
paper. 
The edition was cancelled 
so far a3 it could be. 
He became 
proprietor 
of 
the 
N. 
Y. 
World 
which 
he afterwards 
sold lo 
Mr. 
Putilizer. 
As 
a 
young 
man he 
was considered to be without a con- 
science, in spite of his most extra- 
ordinary 
gifts. 
A 
few years ago 
he took 
up his residence in 
Eng- 
land, became prominent as a writer 
in the Tory party, and through his 
brilliancy 
obtained 
access 
to the 
beEt society. 
Several years ago he 
was prosecuted for seduction, and 
his defenEe 
was that the letters 
which 
were produced on the trial 
in his 
handwriting 
were not his 
own, but were forged 
by his secre- 
tary. 
But he was never able 
to 
give an account of this secretary, 
or give any information about him. 
The trial 
was 
one 
of tbe most 
notorious 
in 
England. 
English 
society dropped him and he went 
to America. 
He was indicted 
for 
perjury 
in 
London, 
so 
he 
left 
America and took his residence in 
Italy. His wife, a charming Amer- 
ican, stood by him to the last. 
For 
many years 
he was regarded as 
the most brilliant, but, unreliable 
newspaper man in New York. 
While there were many redeem- 
ing 
features 
in 
Mr. Hurlbert's 
career, he stands as an example of 
a large class of bright newspaper 
writers 
in New York City whose 
talents are running 
to waste on 
.account of the lack 
of a balance 
wheel 
of 
Eolid 
character. 
The 
"boys" 
around 
the 
offices know 
their 
worth 
as story writers and 
are inclined to overlook 
any eccen 
tricity of person 
or morals 
De 
I 
Eentiment that "he's a good fellow 
j 
and we hate to eee him go under" 
evidently holds as high a place in 
Editor 
Daua'd 
mind 
as 
it 
does 
among ths rank 
and 
file of the 
news writers of New York City.

GOVERNMENT 
KINDERGARTEN. 


In tbe 
local 
columns 
of this 
paper the statement was made yes- 
terday 
that 
the 
"Government 
kindergarten 
began work 
with a 
good attendance." 
Although 
the 
kindergartens of this city are not 
now and never have been under 
the control of the Government 
we 
trust that the day is not far 
dis- 
tant when the work in these schools 
will be made a part of the public 
school 
system. 
As has 
been the 
case in nearly all reforms, the pre- 
liminary labor of proving the prac 
ticability 
of 
the 
kindergarten 
movement has fallen on the 
ehoul-der- s 
and 
pocket-book-s 
of 
nri- - 
vate individuals. 
In this instance, 
the thoughtful mothers of this and 
other progressive 
countries 
have 
demonstrated 
beyond 
the 
possi 
bility 
of 
a 
doubt, the 
value of 
the training which is now to be ob- 
tained through 
the child garden. 
A report made in 1893 shows that 
of the 9000 children in the kinder- 
gartens of San Francisco only three 
have become inmates of reforma- 
tories. 
A large proportion of this 
9000 came from 
the lower classes 
that usually furnish 
the majority 
of the candidates for penal institu- 
tions. 
For this reason, if no other, 
any Government can well afford 
to 
invest liberally in the kindergarten 
movement. 
The city of St. Louis 
has done it and is satisfied with the 
result; Japan is also making moves 
in this direction. 
It is certainly 
poor economy for Hawaii 
with its 
mixed population and so much de- 
pending on the proper education of 
the children of different nationali- 
ties, to let slip a single opportunity 
that will aid in raising the stand- 
ards of life of the boys and girls of 
today who are to be the men and 
women of tomorrow. 


WOMEN A3 TEA0HERS. 


Tbe last report of the Federal 
Commissioners of Education shows 
that 65.50 per cent, of the teachers 
in the United 
States are women, 
and that 
this 
proportion is more 
likely to be increased than dimin- 
ished. 
That women 
are particu- 
larly 
adapted 
to 
teach 
young 
children has long been recognized, 
and of late years they have dem- 
onstrated their ability to fill execu- 
tive positions in the higher grades. 
But 
as the 
old fashioned school- 
master 
with 
his 
system has 
disap- 
peared, salaries have also taken a 
downward 
tendency. 
In 
other 
words, 
in 
this 
as in other lines 
where women have taken the nlace 
of men. the women 
have nroved a 
bear 0Q the 
Ealary market. 
They 
will work for less and, other things 
being equal, they get the positions. 
At the present time nearly all the 
high salaried teachers are men, but 
as the new woman begins to prove 
her ability, 
even the men at the 
top will have to look well to their 
laurels. 
It is highly proper that 
the high positions in educational 
circles should be dealt out irrespec 
tive of 'the sex of the applicants, 
but the new woman will be gaining 
a point for teachers generally by 
maintaining 
that the price put on 
her brain power 
shall not be 
de- 
creased simply 
because she is a 
woman. 
The standard of remuner- 
ation for teachers 
is altogether too 
low 
considering the capital 
that 
must be invested by either men or 
women 
in obtaining what is vir- 
tually their stock 


A sentinel 
at Fort Sheridan, 
III., bas the distinction of being 
tbe first man in the United States 
to demonstrate the effects of a bul- 
let from the 
Krag-Jorgense- 
n 
rifle 
recently 
adopted 
by the 
United 
States army. 
The 
sentinel 
fired 
oa an escaping prisoner at a range 
of 
thirty 
yards. 
The 
nickel-pointe- d 
bullet passed through the 
prisoner's skull, then through the 
trunk of an oak tree eight inches 
in 
diameter, 
and finally 
buried 
j 
itself in a knoll to a depth of three 
and 
a half 
feet. 
Army 
officers 
state that the weapon is merciful 
as well as effective, the hole mnde 
in the 
human 
Ekull 
by 
the 
30- -' 
calibre bullet being scarcely larger 
than 
the bullet 
ittelf. 
This 
con- - ' 


elusion is interesting from a tech- - 
j 
nical 
standpoint, 
but it 
is 
cold 
comfort for the man who stands 
in front of the rifle. 


L00S3 
METHODS 
IN HILO. 


A visitor in Hilo during the re- 
cent panic in that place stites that 
the passengers 
of 
the 
Claudine 
were compelled to bathe in tubs on 
Cocoanut Island and submit their 
clothing to fumigation. After eight 
days 
of 
quarantine, 
they 
were 
taken in a scow over to the town, 
and 
the 
male 
passengers 
were 
stripped, 
stood 
up 
in line 
and 
washed down with some 
prepara- 
tion by the physician, 
and their 
clothes 
again 
fumigated. 
The 
women 
were 
treated in the same 
way. 
As the people of Hilo who 
led in this 
singular crusade felt 
that the medical authorities of the 
United States and Europe were 
in- 
competent to give advice in this 
matter, and they were left to adopt 
their own 
methods, it 
seems 
to us that they did not go 
far enough. Their system was quite 
too loose, and they have left myri- 
ads 
of loopholes, 
through 
which 


able-bodie- 
d 
germs may enter the 
homes of Hilo. No passenger should 
have been turned loose until : First, 
the stomach 
pump had been 
ap- 
plied six times on the last day, and 
any sneaking germs forced up and 
out; 
second, the head 
of 
every- 
one 
had 
been 
shaved 
clean; 
third, 
every passenger 
had been 
skinned, just as the Indians skin 
their prisoners, but, of course, with 
a more lofty motive ; fourth, instead 
of washing down each person with 
some solution, the effects of which 
soon pass away, the Hilo 
fire-engin- e 
should have played a solution of 
whitewash on the Btripped passen- 
gers, and this should 
be repeated 
every day 
for 
two months; fifth, 
the 
clothing 
should 
have 
been 
burned up instead of being fumi- 
gated; 
sixth, 
effective 
measures 
should 
have 
been 
taken 
to 
prevent 
the 
diseased 
fish 
from 
the 
waters 
of 
Honolulu 
har 
bor from entering Hilo bay, while 
the fumigated passengers were cor- 
ralled on Cocoanut Island. 
It may be said that this is Hilo's 
first experience. 
On tbe arrival of 
the next panic she will 
do better 
and be more stringent. 
As an old 
lady on King street, who has now 
been living for four weeks 
only on 
boiled water and 
fumigated 
hard 
tack, says, an ounce of prevention 
is, etc. 


Another 
good deed 
has been 
credited to the bicycle. The United 
States 
Tobacco 
Journal 
charges 
that during the last year the con- 
sumption of cigars has been reduced 
by 
700,000,000 
by 
the 
wheeling 
habit, the explanation 
being that 
men are not apt to smoke while 
riding a bicycle. 
These figures do 
not tally with those of the United 
States revenue department, 
which 
shows 
a large increase in the con- 
sumption of cigars. 
Whatever fall- 
ing off in the consumption of 
to- 
bacco 
may be chargeable 
to. the 
bicycle is probably the result of a 
man saving his cigar money to buy 
a wheel, and whatever the cause the 
result is a good 
one. 
Cycling is 
certainly 
more 
healthful 
and 
in- 
vigorating than the ue of tobacco.

In connection with bis report of 
the tour of tne oiorniog Star tnrougn 
tbe Mortlock group, made in January 
and February last, Rev. F. M. Price 
of Ruk sends the following notes con- 
cerning the island?, their products, tbe 
manners 
aud customs 
of the people, 
and their religious beliefs. 


LOCATION 
AND POPULATION. 
Our general 
field 
is the Central 
Caroline Islands, comprising the Ruk 
lagoon, the Mortlock group and other 
islands scattered between and west of 
these groups. The name atoll is given 
to the islands which consist of a ring 
of coral reef surrounding a lagoon, with 
islands here and there on the reef and 
also in the lagoon. 
Ruk has a large lagoon with a mean 
diameter of twenty-fiv-e 
miles, within 
which there are about twenty high 
islands. 
Tbe 
mission 
station is on 
Uela, a beautiful high island, probably 
fifteen miles in circumference, having 
a diversified surface of high bills and 
numerous brooklets, 
covered with a 
thick growth of tall grass and weeds, 
and in some places with fine woods. 
It is situated near the western 
side of 
the reef, 
in latitude 7 deg. 
26 min. 
north and lougitude 151 deg. 52 min. 
east, and has, by native estimate, 
a 
population 
of 
1000. 
The 
American 
Board has about thirty acres of land 
on tbe western side of the island, two 
good 
dwelling 
houses, 
a 
modest, 
though very pretty, seminary 
build- 
ing for the girls' school, a cottage, a 
building for the boys' school, and a 
few other smaller 
buildings for mis- 
sion use. 
The location, 
selected 
by 
Mr. Logan and named 
by him 
Ana-pau- o, 
is a fine one, perhaps could not 
be bettered; for, although it is not in 
tbe central part of tbe lagoon, it is 
near tbe north passage and thus con- 
venient for outside 
work 
and near 
enough the other isiauds of the lagoon. 
The Mortlock group consists of three 
atolls and seven islets 
The largest, 
Lukunor, is in latitude 5 deg. 21 min. 
north and lougitude 153 deg. 23 min. 
east and is 
170 
miles southwest 
of 
Uela. 
All the islands of tbe Mortlock 
group on the reefs are low, ridngonly 
a few feet above the level 
of the 
aud some of them are swept over by 
the waves when tbe sea is running 
very high. 
The situatioti 
aud 
popu- 
lation of each island are as follows: 
Lukunor atoll, 
latitude 
5 deg.

Mortlockgroup 
of 3300. 
Forty miles northwest 
of Etal, in 
latitude 5 deg. 
36 miu.

41 min. east, is the 
Namaluk.atoll, 
with only' one island, 
having about one square mile of dry 
land and a population of 300. 
The atoll of Losap is in latitude 6 
deg. 54 min. north and longitude 
152 
deg. 
43 
min. 
east, sixty five miles 
northwest of Namaluk, aud comprises 
two inhabi ed isiauds 
Losap, 
with 
300 people, and Peace, with 200 people 
aud a number of uuinhabited 
islets. 
Fourteen miles farther on in the same 
direction is Nama, in latitude 
7 deg. 
north and longitude 
152 deg. 33 miu 
1 
east, a inne lsianu in tne miust; 
oi tue 
sea, without a lagoon, a product- - of 
some freak, one must suppose, of the 
builders, which must have separated 
from their fellows long 
before tbe 
flood. It it a small island with a pop- 
ulation of 300 and is forty miles from 
tbe southern passage in the reef of the 
Ruk atoll. 
Thus we have the Mortlock 
group, 
with 
a imputation 
of 3300, 
the four 
interjacent isiauds, 
population 
1100, 
and the Ruk lagoon, with 15,000 or 
16.000 people, making a total ut more 
than thirty islands and 20 000 people. 
There ate still other isiauds lying 
to 
the west of u- -, but as 
I have cot visit- 
ed them 
I will not speak 
of them 
in 
detail now. 
PRODUCTS. 


The products of these islands, though 
abundant, are limited iu variety. Tne 
breadfruit is a very wholesome 
food 
which glows on large trees, is pre- 
pared for eating by roasting 
or cook 
iug on stones, is tbe staple article 
of 
food, is gathered 
during the harvest 
and put into underground 
cellars or 
pits and kept through the year.-- Tbe 
cocoanut is al-- o abundant and widely 
scattered, and is tbe principal 
article 
oi commerce and is also used for food. 
The milk is very delicious if the nut 
Is gathered before it Is too ripe, and is 
about the only thing we can drink 
when we visit the low islands. 
The 
taro, resembling our potato, is also a 
wholesome food, 
though, 
unlike the 
breadfruit and cocoanut, it must be 
planted 
in carefully 
prepared beds. 
Then there is tbe pandanus, 
unimpor- 
tant as food; aud bauauas are in Ruk 
and some of the low isiauds. 


MANUFACTURES. 
In the Mortlock Islands they manu 
facture a very 
gnod cord ami rope 
j 
from the cocoanut, a kind 
of cloth 
made from the fibre of a species of 
hibiscus, ami very 
good sail and oar 
j 
canoes. 
Iu Ruk tbey do not. make 
the cord, but they weve the cloth 
j 
and they prepare a kind of paint for 
tbe body, which is used in the dance, 
by warriors going to battle, 
and by ' 


dudes and belles generally, and is sold 
extensively in tbe islands. 
They also 
make rude wooden disbes and various 
kinds of ornaments for the head, belts 
made of shells and bead?, hoes and 
adzes out of the bone of the turtle's 
back. 
The only musical Instrument 
is a nose flute, which is simply along, 
hollow reed, and the performer, blow- 
ing into one end with bis nose, and 
using his finger on tbe other end, is 
able to obtain considerable variety of 
tone. 
HOUSES. 


The bouses are rude and without 
floors. 
In Ruk they usually raise the 
eaves of the roof a few feet from the 
ground, and thus make their homes 
light and airy; but iu the Mortlocks 
tbe eaves of the roof are set on the 
ground, 
the gables 
are boarded 
or 
thatched up, only a verv small hole is 
left for iugress 
or egress, and the 
bouses are 
very 
uaru ana aismai 
within, 
besides being close and 
un- 
healthy. 
The people seem to abhor 
Several 
families will often 
e found in one room, with 
no parti- 
tions or screens between tbem, tbe 
place of each family being marked by 
their mats, which are spread on tbe 
ground. 
Great evils, of course, arise 
from this custom, ami the social prob- 
lem is made very difficult of solution 
where people live together so promis- 
cuously. 
The cooking is' usually done 
in an outbuildiug 
In Ruk by the 
men, but in the Mortlocks 
by tbe 
women. 


DRESS 
AND CUSTOMS. 


The native dress is a loin cloth for 
tbe men and a short skirt for the 
women. 
Since tbe coming 
of tbe 
missionaries 
the 
men 
and 
women 
have begun to wear a long shoulder 
garment, 
which 
greatly 
improves 
their appearance; 
and tbe teachers 
and some of the Christians put on our 
full dress. 
The climate 
being warm, 
the people take to clothing reluctant- 
ly; but there is a growing sentiment 
among tbe Christians 
in favor 
of 
wearing 
our clothing. 
Sometimes 
tbey get up very curious combina 
tious. 
For instance, tbe deacon of the 
church at Losap had on an old faded 
pair of blue deuim pants, a long, dirty 
shirt which be wore outside his pants, 
and over this a little white duck coat; 
a woman, who bad 
to 
come into the church at Etal, had no 
shoulder garment on, and I told tbe 
teacher that be must tell her that it 
would not do for her to stand up with- 
out 
a shoulder garment. 
She 
was 
equal to the emergency, and when I 
called her name she came forward 
with a heavy coverlet wrapped about 
her shoulders. 
The poor thing nearly 
melted before we got through with the 
service, but she endured it bravely. 
Marriage 
is recognized, but the tie is 
very loose. 
It Is very common for one 
party to desert tbe other for a trivial 
cause and 
and among tbe 
heathen 
there is very little social 
restraint. 
The 
people 
are 
usually 
kind, 
d, 
and little given 
to committing 
depredations. 
In ap- 
pearance they are not disagreeable; tbe 
face is round, broad across tbe cheeks, 
aud tapering toward the top; they are 
narrow across the cranium, aitnough 
there are exceptions to this; tbe braiu 
Is not largely 
developed. 
In this 
reppect they differ strikingly from the 
Chinese. 
RELirjIOUS BELIEFS. 
Tbey believe that there is one great 
divine being, whom they call Anulap, 
the great spirit who dwells 
in the 
highest heavens apart from all other 
beings, 
surrounded 
by 
his 
own 
majesty and glory. 
H 
has little to 
do with tbe affairs 
of men, and 
is 
mainly concerned in himself and lost 
in 
With 
him, 
however, 
there 
iiwell 
two 
lesser, 
though 
very 
creatv 
divinities 
one 
good and the other bail. 
Tbe 
good 
one is called Semen an Kanor. 
He is 
a great 
chief and 
is 
intimately, 
though suboruinately, 
associated with 
Anulap. 
He created tbe world at tbe 
command 
of Anulap, 
sustains 
the 
world now, and gives cartful atten- 
tion to the affairs 
of the great Anu. 
Then 
there 
is 
Olofat, 
who 
is a 
wicked spirit but does not meddle with 
the affairs of meo. 
He troubles Anu- 
lap; steals 
his good, destroys 
his 
property and torments him generally. 
They do not fear this evil spirit, be 
cause tney say ne ones not care any- 
thing about the affairs of men. There 
are two heavens 
the heaven 
of the 
clouds and the highest heaven where 
tbe great spirits 
(U-el-l. 
Iu the lower 
heaven, the heaven of the clouds, tbe 
spirits, 
or anu, 
dwell. 
These 
anu, 
either created spirits or tbe souls of 
men, which have 
become anu alter 
death, dwell iu ttie low heaven, 
be- 
cause they want to he near the earth, 
and tbey 
are 
coutiuually 
occupied 
with the affairs o 
men. 
Individuals, 
families aud tribes select their own 
auu, pay 
them 
ilivtne 
honors 
aud 
supplicate 
ilieiu 
for Nvors. 
Evt-r- 
island aud every division of laud, as 
al-- o 
every occupation, 
lias its special 
anu, 
which 
is b th worshiped and 
fpared. 
The people sacrifice to tlie-- e 
divinities by 
throwing ollVrings 
into 
the air; and, u hilo 
th-- 
y 
do nut seem 
to think tbat these spirit 
are good, 
tliey believe that evil will be wan It (J 
olFby propitiating 
tbem. 
These are 
th 
popular objects 
of worship. 
AH 
the people believe in tbem and many 
fear them. 
A 
peculiar 
superstition 
is that of 
rainbow worship 
by sailors ami all 
who go about iu bouts. 
The sea is the 
home of the rainbow and it is under 
its especial control; therefore 
when 
they go to eea, even though tbey may 
worship God on the laud, they must 
honors to his divinity 
the 
rain-ow- . 
They wear a charm 
about the 
neck 
sometimes 
of beads or pearls, 
but oftener of twisted blades of grass 
and wben they are ready for a voyage 
they hold this up before their even, 
mumble some sort of a praer, and 
divine 
from 
the 
appearanc- - of the 
charm 
what their voyage 
will 
be. 
They 
propitiate 
the 
rainbow 
by 
refraining 
from 
certain 
fools 
ou 
I 
their 
voyage 
and 
by 
Q rinus. 
Voyagers startini: out from home will 
ball those returning aud 
a-- k 
them 
what 
tbey 
may 
eat 
The 
capiaiu 
wers tbe charm, 
which 
i-- calleii the 
"Uput an Pllu," ami may ne trans 
la ed, "The divining 
d theraptBin" 
Uput is, ImwrVer, 
a far wider 
per-stitioii 
than that of ra nnow worship. 
It touches 
eveiy Wlk 
of life and is 
productive 
of grat evil. 
It 
is used 
with reference to maniae. 
If a man 
seeks a wife and 
sh- - refuses ins 
c", 
be at once resorts to divining, 
or "Uput," aud soon returns with tbe 
charm about hi- - 
which the wo- 
man sees and must 
believe tbat the 


divinity has given him a favorable 
answer, and therefore she must marry 
him. 
And so with everything tbat 
concerns the people. 
Sorcery la very common and resort- 
ed to by the women very largely. 
It 
is not uncommon for a man to profess 
to hold communion 
with the spirits, 
and often one will remain In a trance 
for several 
days, to come 
out with 
some announcement with reference to 
tbe anu. 
Levi, an 
influential 
and 
verv wicked man on Ruk. has recent 
ly been in such a trance and came out 
to build a house for tbe heathen dance 
which be started 
soon 
after, 
and 
which 
has been the source of great 
ev.l. This heathen dance, or "puarlk," 
Is really a feast to tbe devil; not to 
Olofat, tbe foe of Anulap, 
but to the 
evil spirit tbat is abroad in the earth. 
It U conducted 
with 
wild 
madness 
and most licentious practices. It has 
a powerful fascination for these emo- 
tional people, even though they well 
know tbat it is destructive of social 
life and domestic peace. It is said to 
propitiate tbe evil spirit,and many of 
the people are afraid not to partici- 
pate in the feast lest they should 
in- 
cur the especial displeasure of the evil 
one. 
This accounts for tbe fact that 
old and 
decrepit 
people attend 
the 
puarlk with little sense of shame, 
be- 
cause tbey are driven to go out of fear 
of tbe evil spirit; aud as they take no 
part in tbe licentious 
practices, 
they 
do not see the especial harm. 
So far 
as I have learned, 
there 
is no such 
thing as bloody sacrifice, so that it Is 
not strange tbat tbeir ideas of sin and 
sense of tbe need of forgiveness are 
very obscure. 
Tnese notes might be extended 
to 
other topics, but tbey are sufficient, I 
am sure, to show the need of tbesn be- 
nighted and 
d 
people for the 
gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
as 
well as to Indicate 
bow necessary is 
patient continuance in the great work 
of redeeming 
these 
islands for our 
King.

The Roman Catholics of France 
intend 
to erect a building 
for the 
Paris exposition of 1900 which, if 
their plans ate carried out, will be 
the largest and highest ever heard 
of.

there may be Eome 
mistake in the 
description,

interesting. 
Its 
presentation 
of 
Christian art, from the days of 
An-geli- 
and Bartolomeo to the present 
time, would very likely be the most 
impressive ever made.

relics which it gathered together, 
they would be sure to engage the 
reverent attention 
of the faithful, 
and those to 
whom 
tbey seemed 
out of date could easily go around 
them. 
In such a colossal structure 
there would be room for everything 
illustrating

history 
of 
the 
church aud its great monastic or- 
ders from the days of Peter and 
Paul to those of the present pontiff, 
and such a display would be one 
of the most various and prodigious 
ever made. 
International 
fairs are 
really intended to show something 
else 
that is, 
the productions 
of 
contemporary art and industry 
but if the church elects to celebrate 
itself in tbis manner 
there

doubt that it will make a tremen- 
dous showing 
Its building, if tbe 
promise 
is 
kept, 
will 
Boar 
high 
above all others known, including 
the 
Pyramid 
and the 
Tower 
of 
Babel, and beside" it all the exist- 
ing constructions of Paris will look 
like toys. 
But it is not done 
yet, 
and may be higher and larger in 
prophecy than it will ba in fact 
Springfield 
Republican.

There ia a spot on this globe where 
the golden age still lingers, 
where 
mankind exists in primwval 
simpli- 
city, 
and peace and security prevail. 
To be sure its extent is limited and 
its population scanty, but good things 
are put up in small 
parcels, anu dia- 
monds 
are not as large as cobble- 
stones. 
Some years ago I was making a 
yachting 
cruise, 
here, 
there, 
and 
everywhere, 
on board a smart little 
schooner of 250 tons, named the Nau-ilu- 
s. 
We were about a fortnight out 
from Sydney, K. S. W., when we en- 
countered a heavy gale of wind from 


north-northwe- 
st 
that drove us before 
it under a close-reefe-d 
mainsail and a 
storm jib for three blustering days, 
during which 
the weather 
was so 
thick that no observation could 
be 
got, and we depended almost 
wholly 
upon the nautical guesswork 
called 
"dead reckoning" 
which, 
like 
the 
medical 
guesswork 
called 
"diag- 
nosis," 
is as frequently 
wroDg 
as 
right. 
On the fourth day, however, 
about noon the sky cleared, and the 
owner, skipper, and both mates were 
very busy searching 
the heavens for 
our missing 
latitude and longitude, 
which were discovered to be some- 
where in the South 
Pacific Ocean, far 
from any known land and quite out of 
the track of vessels. 
The next morning dawned bright 
and pleasant, a nice breeze sprung up, 
tooling us away like the zephyrs poets 
sing about, and about 
9 a. m. a tiny 
object seemed to sprout out of the edge 
of the horizon like a button mushroom 
in a meadow. 
At first we land 
lub- 
bers thought it was a sperm whale, 
an ocuau mammal plentiful in that 
region, but as it stayed 
ever in one 
place right on our port bow and yet 
seemed to grow, as it were, out of the 
sea, wo determined 
it was land 
of 
some sort, and were comforted. 
Presently the button mushroom 
be- 
came a towering cliff of rugged rock, 
"spring to the sky." 
Then the front- 
age of thick woods 
clothed 
the still 
ascending mass, then a feathery fringe 
of cocoa palms enwreathed the base of 
a mountain, 
a tiny bay dotted with 
jutting rocks appeared right ahead, and 
the crimson folds of a British red mer- 
chant eneign fluttered 
from the top 
of a denuded hibiscus and was lowered 
in friendly salutation to our approach- 
ing vessel. 
Our flag was dipped in acknowl- 
edgment, the Nautilus was brought to 
the wind, 
her foresail hauled to the 
windward, 
and 
she 
lay 
to, gently 
heaving 
up and down in front of a 
scene that looked 
like 
the garden of 
Eden in its inott palmy dajs. 
oefore 
the fruit of Eve's 
trausgress-io- 
had 
driven 
our progenitors out into the 
world to work for their living. 
"What Paradis-- 
is this, sprung like 
Aphrodite 
from 
the 
sea?" I u&ked, 
wondering. 
"Bouuty 
BiY, 
Pitcairu 
Island," 
answered the skipper; 
"and a d 
d 
nasty place 
to 
be caught in if the 
weather is foul, for ttiere ain't au 
inch of solid hotdin' ground for an an- 
chor 
witbiii 
3000 
miles. 
Howeoiu-eve- 
r, 
the sky looks peaceful, and I 
reckon1 we can skirmish about for a day 
or so while we till our tanks, get tome 
fresh grub aboard, and give you all a 
run aauorel" 
By this time two smart wbaleboats, 
manned 
by crews of handsome, stal- 
wart youug 
fellows, 
brown skinned, 
bright eyed and lusty limbed, had put 
off and 
were 
dashing 
toward 
the 
schooner, 
making the spray fly in 
arches from fcheir bows. 
In a minute 
they were alongside 
and 
leaped on 
deck with a merry greeting. 
"Welcome! 'Welcome!" they shout- 
ed in plain 
English, shaking hands 
warmly at the same time. 
"Glad to 
see you at Pitcairn!" 
One young 
fellow, 
about 
twenty 
years 
of sge, held back a little from 
the boisterous geeting of his compan- 
ions, 
and 
contented 
himself 
with 
smiling 
cordially and welcoming us 
in more subdued 
fashion. 
He had 
the 
brown skin 
common to all the 
lads, but his 
blue 
eyes and hair 
tinged 
with 
gold 
bespake 
Anglo-Sax-on 
blood, 
and 
his 
small arched 
feet and 
shapely 
hands 
proclaimed 
that blood to be gentle. 
His name was Edward 
Christian, 


great-grands- 
of 
the 
midshipman 
Christian, who had led the mutineers 
of the Bounty in their attack on their 
captain, Biigh, and in the consequent 
settlement on the lonely volcanic rock 
In mid ocean, the burning of their 
ship, and the planting 
of its varied 
cargo of all the fruits of th earth, the 
bringing forth 
of which has caused 
the barren rock to burst out in a rich- 
ness of bloom, fragrance 
and beauty 
that makes, 
indeed, "the desert 
to 
blossom as the rose." 
vju 
we tiarieu ror me 
suore, on 
which, 
grouped 
picturesquely 
about 
the rocks aud on the little strip of 
shingle that does duty for a beach in 
this almost inaccessible spot of lonely 
land, were some dozens of natives. 
"We were cordially 
welcomed by a 
crowd of 
happy-lookin- g, 
comely peo- 
ple of all ages, the eirls with their 
abundant tresses gracefully wreathed 
with 
flowers, ana 
weariutr each a 
"lais" or garland 
about 
a shapely 
waist or over oneshoulder. 
The elder 
women with 
palm leaf hats or 'ker- 
chiefs tidily knotted on their heads, 
and the men dressed in a rough, 
half-eail- 
fashion, but all barefooted, and 
moi--t 
of them ragged, for clothes are 
the hardest things to come by in this 
so abruptly cut offirom the 
rest of the world. 
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Many wore the "tappa," or native 
cloth, made by beating out the inner 
bark of a sort of mulberry universal in 
the isles of the Pacitto Ocean, and 
thpw rarments were curiously marked 
by lines and dots in rude imitation of 
the printed 
calicoes worn by those 
who could boast such foreign fashions;

paper, is but poor defense against the 
weather in the rainy season, and un- 
pleasantly warm wearing in the sum- 
mer, so that cotton, or cloth is at a 
high premium, and a print dress Is as 
much an article of luxury with these 
islanders as a velvet robe is with us. 
Incomparatively 
the raggedest 
of 
men was a spare, saiiow 
ienow 
oi 
about 
forty, with an unmistakable 
New England 
cast of features 
and a 
Yankee drawl which 
would have be 
come Uncle Sam himself. 
His name 
was "Warren, and he was married to 
the prettiest and most 
refined-lookin- 
g 
young 
woman 
on 
the 
island, 
a 
daughter of Edward 
Christian the 
elder, and sister 
to the handsome lad 
wbom I had noticed in the boat. 
Warren had deserted from a whaler 
that had touched at Pitcairn some 
eight 
years 
before our arrival, and 
made up his mind 
to cast his lot in 
with 
the 
simple 
community 
with 
which 
he found 
himself, 
and 
bad 
married the belle of the island 
and a 
very pretty, 
ed 
body she 
wap, 
with 
two 
chubby 
children, 
neither of whom showed the slightest 
trace of the rounded 
features 
that 
mark the imperfect evolution 
of the 
Kanaka and Maori race, which seems 
to 
be about 
half-wa- y 
between 
the 
negro 
and 
the Aryan. 
Kanaka 
beauty, in fact, puts one in mind of 
the lovely but sensuous girls that used 
to queen it at the 
"Creole" 
balls in New Orleans before the war. 
Mrs. Warren, 
however, 
is, and it 
must be said, all the female popula 
tion oi this "gem 
of the ocean" are, 
perfectly modest and ladylike, quiet 
and reserved in manner and dignified 
in demeanor. 
The only lively laugh- 
ing lassies among them are those of 
the Clan McCoy, who, being descend- 
ed on the male side from Pat McCoy, 
a mutinous foretopman of the Bounty, 
have the Celtic temperament, 
"half 
sunshine, half tears!" together with 
the blue eyes and ready wit of their 
ancestor. 
Members of the Clan Christian, on 
the contrary, show the innate quiet 
reserve that 
we are accustomed 
to 
attribute to the British upper classes, 
and are the aristocracy of this micro- 
cosm of the Pacific, the community 
being always presided over by one of 
that family, who, like the tribal rul- 
ers of old, is priest and chieftain both, 
from whom there is no appeal. 
The femaleelementof 
Pitcairu is de 
scended from the Kanaka girls, who 
followed their while husbands 
and 
lovers in the Bounty, on her depart- 
ure from the Sandwich 
Islands, the 
presence 
of whom on board was a 
prime 
cause of tbe mutiny acainst 
Captain 
Bligh, 
who disapproved 
of 
the feminine irruption into his ship, 
and had ordered the sweethearts and 
wives to be summarily divorced and 
left behind. 
The girls hid themselves 
on board 
anii did not make their appearance 
till the ship was in blue water, when 
it 
was 
plain 
that 
not 
even 
the 
Kanakas' 
dexterity 
in 
swimming 
could bring them safely to land if, as 
the tkipper proposed, they should 
be 
chucked ovei board. 
Even in the early days of the settle 
ment on ntcairn, wnen the mutin- 
eers, in imitation of Xerxes and his 
army bad "burned their boats," the 
presence 
of the ladies led to strife, 
those of the men who were wifeless 
proposing to adopt the methods of the 
Romans with the Sabine 
lasses, and 
to take by force what they could not 
win by love, white 
those who had 
wives aud sweethearts were minded to 
keep them at all risks. 
Only tbe statesmanship 
of the Chris- 
tian of that day sufficed to quiet the 
commotion 
and to persuade the 
lng 
bachelors to possess their souls 
in patience till the rising generation 
should arrive at marriageable age, a 
task which would have taxed a Glad-- 
siones political sagacity ana powers 
of persuasion 
to the utmost, and the 
success of which speaks well for the 
eloquence of tbe 
chieftain 
and the 
patience of tho British 
tars thus con- 
demned to choose their mates in the 
cradle and bring them up in tbe way 
they should go, themselves meantime 
" withering on the virgin thorn." 
Tho task, 
however, 
was 
accom- 
plished, and in the fulluess of time all 
were accommodated 
with partners, 
the late comers having the laugh at 
tue 
otners 
in that their 
.Rachels, 
though 
JoDg waited for, were young 
and blooming, while their rival Leans 
were grown gray and 
blear-eye- 
But 
this is ancient history. 
We mounted the elonincr. windlner. 
rocky path leading from the beach up 
to a cluster of cabins, built of bamboo 
and thatched with neatly plaited pal- 
metto strips, 
accompanied 
with the 
crowd of natives which had received 
us. 
Green shining leaves of the bread- 
fruit tree, with its curious globes of 
farina, the sharp spears of the Spanish 
bayonet 
plants, 
lime 
shrubs, 
with 
their little verdant balls 
of fruit; 
oranges, 
with their golden 
spheres 
and iragrant flowers; 
cocoa palms, 
with 
feathery 
crowns 
about 
their 
heads and great pendulous 
cases of 
tough fibre, protecting 
the delicious 
jelly and refreshing milk within; cus- 
tard apples, 
with crystals 
of grape 
sugar gemming 
their cups of nectar 
and ambrosia; 
bananas 
laden with 
their vegetable sausages, vines of va- 
rious species with their purple or am- 
ber clusters clowiotr in the suulieht 
like tbe jewel fruit of the Eastern tale, 
and flowers of all kinds, 
colors and 
scents, blooming on trees, shrubs and 
trellises, or wreathing 
tbe path with 
garlands, made the ascent a daylight 
dream, from which we aroused to find 
ourselves on a level green, on which 
stood Christian's pretty cottage aud 
tbe tcboolbouse and church combined, 
in which 
these 
simple 
folk taught 
their children 
through the week and 
worshipped on Sunday. 
Here 
we were greeted by Edward 
Christian 
tho elder, chief magistrate 
and pastor 
of Pitcairu, a tall. SDare. 
grizzled man with gracious bearing as 
of one accustomed to rule. We visited 
a neat schoolhouse and heard recita- 
tions and singing that would have 
been creditable in a lyceum at home. 
The part singing was charming, and 
to our surprise we saw that the per- 
formers read easily from notes. 
Mr. 
Christian explained that two gentle- 
men, a German and an Englishman. 
had 
been visiting the 
island 
some 


UNLIKE 
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arising, 
had been deserted by their 
ship, which was forced to fly and to 
make for the open sea without wait-d- k 
for her passengers. 
The gentlemen were detained nearly 
three years on the island 
before an- - 
otner vessel touched at it, and gave 
iul'iu au upporxunuy 
10 return to 
iiu-rop- e. 
Meanwhile 
they had 
amused 
their leisure by teaching 
the natives 
vocal music. 
It was strange indeed 
to listen to Mendelssohn's 
part songs, 
sweet old hymns and English glees, 
on this lonely Pacific rock, and the 
fresh voices of the singers harmonized 
well with their Arcadian 
surround, 
ings. 
We were shown the quiet "God's 
acre" in which the bones of the mu- 
tineers of the Bounty rest, overshad- 
owed by willows, palms 
and 
bread- 
fruit trees growing side by side, as if 
typical of the mixed origin of the in 
habitants, In whom English, Irish, 
American, 
German 
and 
Kanaka 
blood mingles fraternally. 
we were caiieu to prayers at noon- 
tide by tbe bell of the Bounty, which, 
suspended 
from the limb of a bread- 
fruit tree, stil strikes 
the 
hours and 
and half hours, 
in nautical fashion, 
as it did when it ruled tbe watches on 
board that ill fated ship, and rings for 
divine service 
and civic meetings at 
the call of the patriarch pastor. 
A plentiful 
dinner filled 
up the 
middle 
of 
the day, at which fowls, 
shot 
for the occasion in the brush 
where they wander at. will till wanted 
ror tue tame, 
fried 
flying fish, pork, 
bread fruit baked, boiled and toasted, 
yams, cocoanuts, guavas, chirrimoya, 
and bananas made up tbe menu, and 
the 
atfernoon was devoted to rambles 
over tbe island, 
drinkincr at th 
nnn 
spring 
of fresh water which, strange 
to say, gushes 
from 
(ho roek about 
half way up the steep pinnacle that 
towers above the village, 
and is vis- 
ited 
thrice 
a 
day 
by the 
bare- 
footed 
damsels 
for 
water, 
which 
they 
carry 
down 
to 
their 
homes in calabashes 
poised on their 
heads in true classical poses; admir- 
ing the velvet sward, dotted by lime 
bushes, which a landslin 
has inrmpri 
on one side of the island, the only spot 
i io.ci (jiuuuu ia me wnoie place, 
and, when evening fell, strolling 
re- 
gretfully 
down to the landing 
place, 
accompanied 
by 
the whole 
tribe, 
where we sat upon the rocks waiting 
for the whaleboats to take us back to 
the yacht, 
and listeuinar to thp amt 
etrains of "Nearer, My God, to Thee," 
sung as a parting odd by the natives 
of this 
far-of- f 
fragment of the golden 
age hidden In the bosom of the 
Pa- 
cific Ocean.

In CliIUxIocHer New 
Subject 
Bhe Will Accomplish 
a He 
markable Feat 
Savage, Dwarf and 


Head-Hnt- er 
Iflcsers Innumerable. 


The 
Japanese 
will 
accomplish 
a 
task hitherto deemed hopeless if they 
succeed in subduing the tribes of sav- 
ages which 
inhabit the interior 
of 
their 
newly-acquir- ed 
island 
of For- 
mosa. 
These wild peopla have main- 
tained 
their independence 
for 
cen- 
turies refusing 
to be civilized 
or to 
submit to the yoke of the foreign in- 
vader. 
They dwell in the fastnesses 
of the mountains, and some of them 
are 
head-hunter- 
Bags of a peculiar 
network 
are 
manufactured 
by them 
expressly 
for the purpose of carrying 
such heads as may be secured 
inci- 
dentally in their occasional warlike 
forajs, and one of their chiefs, when 
about to be executed 
by the Chinese 
who had captured him, said : "I have 
no fear of death. I have taken ninety-fou- r 
heads, and only wanted six more 
to make the hundred." 
These savages are of Malay stock. 
They say that they did not belong 
originally in Formosa, 
and described 
their origin 
by pointing to the south 
and showing 
copies of the canoes in 
which their ancestors are alleged to 
have arrived 
Their garb ranges from 
nudity to 
gayly-color- 
ed 
garments 
of 
their own weaving, mide" from fibers 
of the banaua and ramie plants. They 
tattoo their faces aud build elegant 
huts of bamboo, over the doorways of 
which 
are huug as trophies ekulls of 
wild boars and apes, aud sometimes 
tufts 
of 
Chinamen's 
pigtails. 
It is 
only in their territory, which strang- 
ers rarely dare to invade, 
that the 
camphor-bearin- g 
laurel grows. 
Con- 
sequently 
the camphor 
can only be 
obtainfil with their 
consent, 
and 
money is paid to the chiefs to refrain 
from destroying 
the distilling plants 
set up in their country. 
Neverthe- 
less, trouble frequently 
arises and the 
stills are constantly being destroyed. 
Several European firms are engaged 
in the camphor trade, and they nego- 
tiate with the savages through the 
intervention 
of 
the 
semi civilized 
Hakkas or Hillmen. 
They make ad- 
vances to the Hillmen on couditlon 
that the latter shall set up a certain 
numberof stills and supply monthly a 
fixed amount of camphor at a price 
agreed upon. The laurel is a large for- 
est tree. It is felled and the truuk 
and branches are cut into small pieces 
with axes, the giant of the woods be- 
ing food reduced 
to a heap of chips 
The chips are subjected with water" to 
a crude 
process 
of distillation, 
the 
campnor 
crystals 
deposited in the 
condensing jars being scraped out and 
packed in baskets. 
Incidentally to 
the operation an essential 
oil is ob- 
tained, wbich is exported 
under the 
name of camphor 
oil and is used for 
chemical purposes. 
Fosm03a is 
235 miles long and 75 
miles wide, being as big as Sardinia 
and Corsica rolled into one. Estimates 
of the population vary from 2,000,000 
to 3 000,000, 
because 
the number of 
savages 
is unkuown. 
The 
soil is 
burttlDg with fatnes, and nowhere is 
a finer quality of tea produced. 
It is 
a ureal pineapple country, and a beau 
tiful fiber is obtained from the leaves 
of that plant. 
TUe eastern half of the 
island 
Is covered with juugles, 
in 
which 
grows the 
valuable 
creeper 
called rattan. 
The Spaniards 
took 
possession of Formosa 
in 
1526, 
but 
were expelled 
by the Dutch in 1642. 
In 1661 a Chinese pirate 
chief named 
Koxluga drove away the Dutch and 
proclaimed 
himself king. 
Twenty-tw- o 
years' 
later tbe 
Chinese 
de- 
throned 
his successor, and from then 
until now the island has been a pro- 
vince of the Middle Kingdom. 
Formosa is a part of tbe great archi- 
pelago which includes the Puilippines, 
long 
owned 
by Spain. 
In Japan's 
newly acquired island have been found 
skulls and skeletons of people who be- 
longed to a race 
of 
black 
dwarfs, 
doubtless exterminated there by tbe 
Malays. 
Pigmies 
of the same race 
still inhabit the Philippines. 
They 
were 
called 
Negritos, 
or Little Ne- 
groes, by the early Spanish 
settlers. 
Some 
of the smaller i9les 
were en 
tirely peopled by them. 
They call 
themselves 
Aetas; they are 
active, 
very dark, 
wooly, 
small-head- 
ed 
and 
average only fourfeetand seven inches 
in height. 
They are distinct from any 
oth-- r known people. 
Though so tiny, 
they are very muscular, uing with 
ease bows that the strongest 
white 
man cannot string. 
They are 
won- 
derful runners aud 
their senses are 
astonishingly acute. They distinguish 
by their odor 
fruits 
bidden 
in the 
thick foliaue of the jungle, aud recog- 
nize by smell only from what flowexs 
tbe bees have gathered honey. 
These dwarfs are supposed to have 
been 
the 
earliest inhabitants of tbe 
Malay 
Archipelago. 
They invented 
canoes the nautical qualities of which 
have 
astonished 
English 
sailors. 
Eventually they become widely scat- 
tered over tbe seas of that part of the 
world and 
on the malnlaud as well. 
Some tribes of them still exist in tbe 
most 
inaccessible 
and unwholesome 
parts of India, where they are kuowri' 
as "man apes," or "men of the jun- 
gles." 
Once upon a time they were 
numerous 
in Java, where they were 
wiped out by Malays who joinetl to 
murderous propensities a civilization 
capable of erecting 
the thousand of 
gigantic temples 
whose ruins today 
amazu the archaeological 
explorer iu 
that island. 
Some authropoUgists are 
oftheopiuion 
that the remains of a 


d 
fossil man 
recently found In 
Java are actually the bones of a little 
negro. 
Bigger and stronger people gradu- 
ally drove out and killed off these pljr-- 
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mles, who now are found 
occupying 
the interior of some of tbe largest Isl- 
ands, 
finding 
a refuge 
among 
the 
mountains, while the plains and cos- 
tal regions are inhabited 
by intruding 
races. 
This 
is true 
of 
Luzon, 
tbe 
largest member 
of the group of Phil- 
ippines. 
The dwarfs wers found there 
by the first Spanish settlers, as well as 
in the interior of the four other prin- 
cipal islands. 
They will have noth- 
ing to do with the Spanish, Malay or 
Chinese inhabitants, 
and 
intrusion 
upon their territory is vigorously 
re- 
sented. 
Armed as they are with poi- 
soned arrows, the slightest 
scratch 
from 
which 
means death, 
they are 
well able to defend themselves. 
There 
are parts of Luzon in which no white 
man dares to set foot, and some of the 
smaller isles 
of the group remain to 
this 
day 
unexplored, 
for the same 
reason. 
The 
dwarfs 
trade 
to some extent 
with Chinese peddlers, but in a very 
peculiar fashion. The peripatetio mer- 
chant deposits 
money 
in a certain 
spot and goes away to a distance 
In 
return for it the savages leave in the 
same place such merchandise 
as rare 
gums, fine woods and the leaves and 
roots of valuable 
plants, 
which tbe 
peddler 
is able 
to dispose of "in tbe 
cities at a great profit. 
They are al- 
ways scrupulously honest and liberal 
in their dealings. 
The respective ter- 
ritories 
of 
the various 
tribes 
are 
bounded by chains 
of hill or belts of 
jungle, which 
must 
not be 
cros-e- d 
without 
formal invitation or special 
permission. 
Ooasioaal violations 
of 
1I1I3 
law 
cause 
bloody fights. 
The 
little negroes are the smallest people 
in the world, with the exception, 
per- 
haps, of tbe black dwarfs of the Congo, 
who are said to average four feet aud 
two and a half inches in height. 
Owing to the extreme 
wiidoes3 of 
these little people and the difficulty of 
approaching them, 
they 
have never 
been studied to any extent, except on 
tbe Andaman islauds. 
There the race 
has been kept particularly pure, no 
intrusion by strangers 
having occur- 
red. 
At all events, there has been no 
settlement by foreigners, though 
May-lay- s 
ami Chinese 
have for centuries' 
frequented the islands for the purpose 
of gathering edible swallows' 
nests. 
They have laid traps for the natives, 
in order to catch 
tbem and 
make 
slaves of them. 
On this account the 
pigmies have made a practice of kill- 
ing mariners who chanced to be cast 
away on tbeir shores. By nature they 
are gentle and kindly. 
Their 
morals 
are an improvement on those of most 
white people. 
Sexual 
improprieties 
are almost unheard of amoDgst them. 
Marriage between cousins they con- 
sider an outrage on decency. 
The sight aud hearing of these pig- 
mies are extremely 
delicate, the for- 
mer sense being more developed among 
the tribes in the jungles and thelatter 
among tbe people who live on the 
coast. 
The coast dwellers in the dark- 
est 'nights pierce with harpoon 
the 
turtles which come to breathe at tbe 
surface of the water, having no guide 
but the slight noise made by tbe rep- 
tiles in 
doing; 
so. 
Tbe 
dwarfs 
are 


short-live- 
fifty years among tbem 
being extreme old age. 
The wife of a 
chief has an authority 
among 
the 
women which corresponds to her 
hus-bau- 
d's 
authority over tbe men. 
She 
keeps these privileges when a widow 
if she has children, otherwise she loses 
tbem. 
From eleven to thirteen years 
of age is for both sexes a period of 
rigid abstinence, 
during which they 
must not eat turtle, pork, fish or honey 
articles of diet which underordinary 
circumstances are their staple food. 
Some of the customs of tbe dwarfs 
are very odd, according to the testi- 
mony 
of M. 
Quatrefages, 
to whose 
newly 
published 
work the writer is 
indebted for much of his informaiion 
about these little people. 
When a 
child dies its body is exhumed at the 
end of three months. Tbe father cleans 
the bones aud paints the skull yellow. 
The boues are divided into fragments 
and made into necklace?, which are 
distributed amongfriendsofthefamily 
for souvenirs. 
On the Andamans tbe 
pigmies 
do not know how to make 
tire, but ouly to keep it alive. 
They 
say they got it originally from a god, 
but it may have been obtained 
from 
one of two volcanoes in the neighbor- 
hood. It is surmised that their ances- 
tors may 
have 
understood 
how 
to 
make a lire in the customary manner 
of savages, by rubbing two sticks 
to- 
gether. 
They have 
u legend of tbe 
deluge 
a great flood which, owing to 
neglect of Divine commands, covered 
tbe whole earth and 
destroyed all 
living things. 
Two men and two 
women who chanced to be in a canoe 
alone escaped, and they were the pro- 
genitors of the subsequent ruce. It is 
worth mentioning, 
by the way, that 
tbe 
ed 
Wild Man of Borneo ex- 
hibited 
in a cage by Baruum many 
years ago was a little negro from the 
Malay Archipelago. 
Luzon, the largest of the 
Phillip-pine- s, 
is almost twice tbe size of Ire- 
land, being 420 miles long by 130 miles 
wide. It has innumerable 
mountains 
and abounds in lakes, some of them 
of great size. 
The Lago de Bay is 
thirty-thre- e 
miles long and equally 
broad, and fifteen rivers 
flow into it. 
Earthqfakes 
aud 
volcanic 
disturb- 
ances are frequent. 
Iu 1627 one of the 
highest peaks of tbe Garaballos range 
near the north end of tbe island was 
swallowed up during an eruption. The 
group, which embrace over 500 islands, 
has a population 
of about 
G, 000, 000, 
and an area 
of 53,000 square miles. 
The people are mostly Malays, being 
split up into several nations, tbe most 
numerous of which numbers 2,000,000. 
They speak twenty distinct languages 
on Luzon alone.

There are several young men 
in the city who have made good rec- 
ords at road racing on other occasions. 
Naturally 
each 
one of 
these 
have 
numerous admirers 
and backers, who 
are jraising their 
good points irre- 
spective 
of what might have hap- 
pened to them 
eince the last .race. 
There is no better guarantee that the 
race will 
be a success than the fact 
that argument as to the respective 
merits of local racers is beginning so 
'early. 
When the H. A. A. C. gets down to 
work, sports can rest assured some- 
thing will 
be done. 
"With Charles 
Crane as president 
of tbe club, lovers 
of athletics may expect to see the best 
of work put forth 
by that body. 
As 
soon as possible after the cholera epi- 
demic a meeting was called and, aside 
from deciding on a road race, lacrosse 
was lifted from the dust, as it were,

are seeking to make arrangements 
by

their own ranks can be guranteed from 
Punabou. 
The games of the past sea- 
son were most Interesting, and showed 
some of the very best football material, 
such as colleges in the States would 
be proud to claim. Accidents to Hono- 
lulu

have 
been extremely, 
meagre. 
What this is due to cannot 
be easily fathomed.

of lovers 
of other sports, 
such as cricket, to tbeir favorite games. 
Tenuis is in Honolulu 
to stay. 
Fol- 
lowing closely in tbe footsteps of the 
Pacific Tennis Club came tbe forma- 
tion of the Beretanla club, which now 
claims 
quite 
a 
large 
membership. 
Naturally tbe players of each club are 
anxious 
to try their skill with the 
racket against the other. What would 
be the result cannot 
be guessed, as 
each club have a numberof god play- 
ers. It is said a tournament ,will be 
given soon 
by what club has not been 
learned yet.

RAMIE 
CLOTH. 


Material 
From 
Whioh Part of tho 
Defender's Sails Are Made. 
One of the features in the Defend- 
er's rigging was the use of ramie 
cloth for the balloon canvas. 
It is 
asserted that the cloth is stronger 
when wet than when dry, and very 
close in fibre, consequently not al 
lowing any wind to pass through it. 
It is thus said 
to 
be admhably 
adapted for light canvas, and so far 
it has proved satisfactory. 
Ramie is a plant belonging to 
the nettle 
family, which is very 
largely cultivated in China. 
From 
it is manufactured 
a very strong 
and durable 
fabric, which can be 
dyed in any shade 
or 
color and is 
affected little by moisture. 
It has 
three times the etrength of UuEsian 
hemp, while 
its 
filaments can be 
separated to almost the fineness of 
silk. 
In England, France and 
Ger-mau- y 
it is 
woven 
into 
a great 
variety of fabrics, and when mixed 
with silk it ia ustd f r dress goods. 
Frtquent efforts have been made to 


introduce the manufacture of ramie 
into the United States, but hither- 
to not with 
any great success. 
It 
can be grown 
in this country, and 
Beveral 
farmers in the Southern 
States have large areas 
of ramie 
under cultivation. 
Secretary Rusk 
a few years ago ordered a special 
report on the cultivation 
of ramie 
in this country. 
The report said 
that while the farmers were willing 
to 
start 
raising 
ramie, 
they 
wanted 
to 
be assured 
first that 
there was a market for it. 
There 
would at once be a market for it if 
6ome cheap and practicable 
ma- 
chine could be invented for decorti- 
cating the fibre. This is the greatest 
difficulty to be overcome before the 
United States can number ramie 
among its exports. 
More 
than 
100 machines have 
been invented 
for 
cleaning or 
the fibre, none of which 
is a success. 
Until a machine will 
do 
this 
work 
economically 
and 
speedily, the manufacture of ramie, 
both here and 
abroad, will never 
reach very great proportions. 
In China, where 
labor is cheap, 
it is done 
by hand, 
and is made 
into the famous China grass clotn. 
The plant itself attains a height 
of four 
to eight 
feet, with large 
oval leaves, 
green above 
and sil- 
very white beneath. 
Three or four 
crops a year can be obtained with- 
out 
replanting. 
In 
China 
five 
crops 
are obtained. 
The fibre is 
formed 
in 
the 
bark 
which 
sur- 
rounds the stalk. 
It is the extrac- 
tion 
and 
cleaning 
of 
this 
fibre 
which is the problem that 
manu- 
facturers 
have not yet satisfacto- 
rily solved. 
For 
fifty years 
this 
question has baffled 
solution, but 
the recent trials of ramie machines 
in Paris demonstrate that the man- 
ufacturers 
are 
getting 
gradually 
nearer the desired goal.

It appears by the snmmons in this 
case that an action 
of replevin was 
brought by plaintiff in the District 
Conrt 
of Hamakua, 
Hawaii, against 
the defendant, 
claiming that he bad 
wrongfully 
and 
contrary 
to 
the 
rights of the plaintiff taken posses- 
sion of and wrongfully withheld 
cer- 
tain horses, nine in number (describ- 
ing them), the property of the plain- 
tiff. 
The defendant pleaded the pro 
bate statnte of limitations and show- 
ed the Court that a "claim" 
for tbe 
horses bad been sent him by plaintiff 
which he had rejected and that action 
thereon had not been brought within 
two 
months 
thereafter. 
This plea 
was overruled 
and on the evidence 
tho magistrate found for the plaintiff 
and awarded her the possession 
of 
the horses. 
The defendant took an 
appeal to the Circuit Conrt, Fourth 
Circnit, and it came before that Conrt 
on the 10th of last July, when tbe de- 
fendant pleaded in bar that the ac- 
tion 
was 
not 
brought within 
two 
months 
after the 
rejection 
by the 
administrator of the claim 
of the 
plaintiff. 
The Circuit Court sustain- 
ed the plea and rendered judgment 
for 
defendant 
and 
the 
plaintiff 
brought exceptions to this Court. 
Tbe statnte nnder consideration 
is 
that of 
1863 (Compiled 
Laws, pp. 
3yb-7- ). 
Jt 
is entitled 
"An 
act to 
limit the time within which claims of 
creditors 
against tbe estates of de- 
ceased 
persons 
shall 
be presented 
and suits be commenced 
to enforce 
rejected claims," 
&c. 
It requires 
that 
an 
executor 
or administrator 
shall advertise 
immediately upon ap- 
pointment, a notice to "all creditors 
of the deceased 
to 
present their 
claims," &c, "within six months from 
the day of finch publication." 
Sec- 
tion 3 prescribes 
that "if the claim 
be rejected 
by the administrator or 
execntor, 
a suit 
must 
be brought 
npon it against the administrator or 
executor 
within 
two 
months 
after 
such rejection, or within two months 
after the same becomes due, or it will 
be forever barred." 
Tbe action of replevin is to recover 
from tbe party in possession 
specific 
property alleged to be wrongfully de- 
tained 
from tbe plaintiff, 
and tbe 
plaintiff, tbe party claimant, is not a 
creditor of deceased's estate, and her 
claim 
is not within, the statute in 
qnestion. 
(Compiled 
Law-"- 
, 
p. 396) 
Tbe plea is overruled and tbe ex- 
ceptions are sustained.

America 
Holds 
Championship 
on 
Land "as Well as Sea. 


Empire State Siprm Travels 436 
1- - 
Mlle 
In 407 Mlnatei 
BrltUh 
Record Knocked Out. 


A special train, running tnm this 
city to Buffalo to break all previous 
records by rail, was observed by thous- 
ands of persons along the line of tbe 
New York Central and Hudson Elver 
Railway recently, says tbe New York 
Tribune. 
At nearly 
every station of 
the railroad there was a crowd of peo- 
ple waiting to see the flyer go past. 
The best locomotives of tbe railroad 
were being used in the race against 
time, 
and it attracted unusual 
in- 
terest. 
The train beat previous records for 
sustained 
speed on railways, both In 
this country 
and in Europe, making 
the run of 436 
miles between New 
York and East Buffalo in less tban 
seven hours. 
This achievement 
puts 
into the shade the recent performances 
on the English and Scotch railways, 
and keeps the championship 
for speed 
on land in the United 
States. 
Tbe 
train on the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad 
made an av- 
erage speed of 
sixty-fo- ur 
and 
one-thi- rd 
miles an hour, after deducting 
the time in stops at stations, 
while 
theEDgllsh record is sixty-thre- 
e 
aud 


one-four- th 
miles an hour. 
Tbe train 
was composed 
of four 
heavy cars, a combination of smoking 
and 
baggage 
car 
weighing 
83,470 
pounds, two coaches which weighed 
respectively 82,140 poumis and 
83,700 
pounds, and a priva'e car, tbe Mara 
quita, weigbiug 
109,000 
pounds. 
The 
combined weight of the four cars was 
35S.310 
pounds. 
The train was like 
that of tbe Empire State express, ex 
cept that instead of the drawing room 
car used in the regular service there 
was a private car of tbe same weight 
In August, 
1SSS, the Scotch Express 
on the 
London 
and 
Northwestern 
Railway of England, 
after a series of 
rices between that line and the Great 
Northern 
Railway, 
was 
run 
from 
London to Edinburgh, 
400 miles, lu 
433 minutes, 
being au average of 55.4 
miles per hour, with a train weighing 
ninety tons, exclusive 
of the locomo- 
tive. 
After the series of races referred to, 
both lines agreed to make a regular 
schedule of eight and a hall houts, or 
400 miles in 510 minutes 
On September 
14, 
1891, the New 
York Central aud Hudson River Rail 
road startled tbe world by running a 
passenger train from New 
York 
to 
East Buffalo, 436 
miles, in 425 
min- 
utes, actual running time, 
exu usive 
of stops. 
Including 
five btops,'tho 
time was 439 
minutes. 
This train cous sted of three 
cars, 
with a total weight of 130 tons, exclu- 
sive of tbe JocOnlotlve. 
This 
experimental 
run, 
eclipsing 
any 
previous 
performance, 
was 
of 
such a character as to receive the 
commendation 
of tbe press on both 
sides of tbe Atlantic, the English 
papers being 
especially 
gracious in 
their acknowledgements 
to tbe Amer- 
ican railroad. 
In commenting on the 
event, however, a number 
of Euglish 
papers stated that this was simply 
a 
single run, made as an experiment, 
but tbat no American line could run 
a regular train at any such high rate 
of speed, intimating that the physical 
condition of American 
railways 
was 
such as to preclude the running regu- 
larity of very fast trains. 
Within six weeks from tbe day the 
trial 
run was made, the public was 
intormed October 26, 1891, of tbe start- 
ing of the Empire State Express. 
It 
is acknowledged to be tbe fastest reg- 
ular 
long-distan- ce 
train in tbe world, 
having Tieen in continuous service for 
nearly four years, and possessing the 
remarkable 
record of being ex ctly on 
time for thirty consecutive 
days re 
peatedly, 
and during 
one period for 
ninety-tw- 
o 
consecutive days. 
On Jlay 
2S, 
1893, the New York 
Central, in connection with the Lake 
Shore and Michigan 
Southern 
Rail- 
way, placed in servh e the Exposition 
Fler 
between 
New 
York 
and 
Chicago, making the run of 9S0 miles 
daily in twenty hours, including eight 
stops, an average for the entire 
dis- 
tance of 
forty-nin- 
e 
miles an hour, the 
average on tbe New York Central 
be- 
ing 
rlfty-thr- ee 
and 
three-quarte- 
r 
miles an hour, the average 
on tbe 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
being 
forty eight 
and 
one-quar- ter 
miles an hour. 
This train cousisted 
of from four to five heavy cars, and 
ran every day for the 175 days of tbe 
World's 
Fair, making the time with 
remarkable regularity. 
On August 23, 189a, tne London and 
Northwestern 
made the 
run 
from 
London to Aberdeen, 540 miles, in 512 
minutes, 
an average 
of 
sixty-thre- e 
and one quarter miles an hour. 
This 
was the record for a trial run up to 
and including August 23, 1895, but did 
not interfere with ihe New York Cen 
tral's title to the 
fa-te- st 
regular 
long 
distance train in the world, 
as it has 
been agreed between the two Euglish 
railways interested that regular trains 
shall not be run at this speed, and 
during the trials of speed above refer- 
red to the English trains were not ad- 
vertised 
to the public and were not 
considered by the lines strictly 
reg- 
ular trains. 
The following telegram, dated Syra- 
cuse, was received at the Graud 
Cen- 
tral S atlon: "We made the run from 
New York t East Buffalo, 
436 
miles, 
in 407 minutes. 
Tdis is 
rixty-lourau- 


one-thi- rd 
miles an 
hour. 
We thus 
regain the world's record for long 
running, aud hav 
accomplish 
ed this uiaguiflceut result with a train 
337 feet in length and hnviug a 
Ity for 218 passengers. 
Our train was 
more lb u twice as long aud nearly 
twice 
a 
heavy 
as 
the 
English 
racing trdn. 
We put our private ear 
on the Empire Sia'e Express 
at 
Buf 
falo, and are now on our way back to 
N-- 
York, wLerv, if ou time, we will 
arrive at 10:15. 
This round trip ruu 
to a straight ruu from New 
Yoik to Chicago in 
hour-a- 


one-hal-f, 
U it la done by a regular 
train." 


The Gazette itsued every Tuesday 
and Friday.
